Application Mauka for old age as­ 
sistance will he available February 
14th in Decatur a t the Chamber of 
Commerce and 
at 
the court 
house, 
and in Bridgeport a t the Chamber of 
Commerce. 
The Texas old age assistance law 
makes certain requirements that the 
applicant must meet before any a s ­ 
sistance can be granted: 
1. You must be at least 65 years of 
age. 
2. You must lie a citizen of the 
United States. 
3. You must have lived iii the state 
of Texas for at least 5 years out of 
the last nine years, and you must 
have lived in the state of Texas at 
least for one year immediately pre­ 
ceding tile application. 
4 
You must not have made a vol­ 
untary assignment of property in or­ 
der to qualify for ald. 
5. If your income from nil sources 
exceeds $360 per year, if single: or. 
if you are m arried find the combined 
income of yourself and 
spouse ex­ 
ceeds $720 lier year, you are not eli­ 
gible. 
6. If you own property (other than 
cash or m arketable securities) in ex­ 
cess of the fair value of $5000, if 
single, 
and 
$7500 if married, 
over 
and above encumbrances, you are not 
eligible. 
7. If you own cash or m arketable 
securities in excess of the value of 
$500. if single, nnd $1000, if married, 
yon fire not eligible. 
8. Yon 
must not 
he an 
habitual 
drunkard or an habitual criminal. 
0. lf yon have a husband or wife 
able to furnish you with 
adequate 
support, you are not eligible.
